WO men were killed, one in- 
stantly, and a man and a woman 
seriously injured, in a motor cyeling 
accident which occurred at Sturgan 
Brae, Camlough, to-day. 

The dead are Edward Thomas Knighton, 
79 Palmerstown road, Walthamstow, 
London, .a garage proprietor, and John 
Hannaway, Levallymore, a returned 
American on holidays. The injured are 
Felix Grant, 142 Blackhorse road, 
Walthamstow, and Miss Mary McParland, 
Beech Hil] Glen, a Newry shop assistant. 

Grant and Knighton were spending 
their holidays with Mr. Patrick McCreesh, 
a retired schoolmaster, residing at Carri- 
gans, Silverbridge, Co. Armagh, and 
to-day they were, it is said, coming mto 
Newry, when their machine came into 
collision with one driven by Hannaway, 
who had Miss McParland as pillion rider. 
Knighton was killed outright, and the 
others were rendered unconscious and 
found later on the road by Mr. John 
Matthews, a Newry lorry driver, who at 
once summoned assistance. The injured 
were removed to Daisy Hill Hospital, 
where Hannaway died subsequently, and 
the body of Knighton was afterwards 
brought into the Union Morgue, where it 
lies pending the holding of an inquest. 

Miss McParland’s condition is very 
critical.

THE WARDEN OF ST. 
COLUMBA’S 
NARROW ESCAPE FROM 

DEATH

On last Sunday the Rev. C. W. Sowby, 
Warden of St. Columba’s College, Rath- 
farnham, met with a serious accident, 
which, but for the presence of mind of his 
young son, aged ten, might have cost him 
hislife. Mr. Sowby, with his little boy, 
went out in the school grounds after 
luncheon to destroy a wasps’ nest, just 
outside the main building. He intended to 
impregnate ‘the nest with methylated 
spirits, and then to set it on fire by means

of a lighted taper, attached to the end of 
a long stick. 

It was a very hot afternoon, and just as 
the Warden was about to complete his 
task the tin in which he was carrying the 
methylated spirits exploded. In a frac- 
tion of a second Mr. Sowby’s clothes were 
ablaze. His son, with astonishing re- 
source, whipped off his jacket, which he 
wrapped around his father’s head, thus 
saving him, in all probability, from fatal 
injuries. As it was, Mr. Sowby was 
burned badly about the head and neck, as 
well as on both arms, and was critically 
ill for some days.’ We are glad to say that 
he now has been pronounced to be out of 
danger; but he will be unfit for work of 
any kind for some time. 

fr Sowby’s son not only had the 
presence of mind to smother the flames 
about his father’s head, he also removed 
from the Warden’s pocket certain valuable 
pepere which otherwise would have been 

estroyed, and, pending the arrival of a 

doctor from Dublin, gave valuable help to 
his mother and a nurse in the emergency 
treatment of his father’s wounds. 
.The Reverend Cedric Walter Sowby, 
M.A., is only thirty-five years of age, and 
succeeded the Reverend Claud B. Arm. 
strong as Warden of St. Columba’s. 
During his short stay in Ireland he has 
become a prominent figure in the educa 
tiona! and social life of the country, and 
has made a host of friends, who will re. 
joice to learn that his unfortunate accident 
ad not more serious results.

AY elderly farmer and his wife, 

who reside near the village of 
Donaskeigh, about five miles from 
the town of ‘Tipperary, are in 
hospital here as the result of gunshot 
wounds inflicted by a man who broke 
into their home during the small 
hours of this morning. Their con- 
dition is not critical. 

The son of a neighbouring farmer 
has been detained by the Civic 
Guards in connection with the affair. 

The farmer, William Hanley, who 
is seventy years of age, awoke at 
about four o’clock to find at his ved- 
side a masked man carrying a gun. 

Turning a flashlight on Hanley 
the intruder cried: ‘‘I have my 
man now!’ ‘The farmer sprang up, 
but was knocked back on the bed by 
a blow on the head. The man dis- 
charged the gun, and Hanley was 
wounded in the left thigh and right 
leg. 


SHOT IN BED 


Roused by the noise Hanley’s daughter, 
Mary, rushed upon the scene and pluckily 
seized the masked man, A fierce struggle 
ensued in the kitchen. Miss Hanley is a 
strongly built young woman, and, despite 
repeated blows: and kicks from the in- 
truder, succeeded in forcing him outside 
the house and bolting the door. 

Her brother, Patrick, aged twenty-one, 
appeared, and she told him to run and 
give the alarm. 
window and hurried off, and she followed 
in the same. way hastening to a 
neighbour’s house. 

WIFE WOUNDED 

While they were away the masked man 
appeared at the window of Mr. and Mrs. 
Hanley s bedroom and fired another shot, 
which wounded Mrs. Hanley in the left 
hand. He then disappeared. 

Superintendent O’Sullivan and a number 
of Civic Guards and detectives were 
quickly on the scene, and Mr. and Mrs. 
| Hanley were removed as soon as possible 
, to a private hospital in Tipperary town, 
where it was stated to-night that they 
were in no immediate danger and were 
progressing favourably.

THREE OF CREW MISSING

The Hopemount, a Newcastle-owned 
vessel, arrived at Wallsend dry dock last 
night with six survivors of the crew of 
nine of the steam drifter Oswy of 
Yarmouth, which sank after being in 
collision. with the Hopemount about six 
miles off the Tyne yesterday during a 
dense fog. : 

Three of the Oswy’s crew ale missing. 


They are:— : 
Walter Dyble and Samuel Cooper 
(deck hands), and Frederick Reid 
(steward), 


The survivors are:—Charles Woodhouse 
(skipper), F. Pulser P. Brown (chief 
engineer), A. Taylor (second engineer), 
A. Sayers and D. Dyble (deck hands). DD. 
Dyble is a nephew of Walter Dyble, one 
of the missing men. 

The survivors, when interviewed by » 
reporter, stated that they left North 
Shields yesterday afternoon for the fishing 
grounds and the collision occurred during 
a dense fog when they were about six 
miles from the Tyne. 

After the collision the Oswy s boat was 
lowered, and the men scrambled into it. 
In the lowering of the boat, however, it 
was damaged, and was only kept afloat 
by baling. The Oswy sank within five 
minutes of the collision, and the three 
missing men were not seen by any of their 
comrades. 

The boats put off from the Hopemount 
and picked up the survivors. Before all 
six were rescued, however, Taylor and 
Sayers had been in the water for a con- 
siderable time. All the men from the 
Oswy belong to the Yarmouth district. 

The Hopemount was on her way to the 
Tyne for repairs. She has a registered 
tonnage of 7,434, while the Oswy’s tonnage 
was 95. |
